While articling inter- 
views in Toronto are by no 
- means painless, many inter- 
viewers take the time to 
put students at ease. Per- 
sonal experience showed the

interviews to be orderly 
and thorough, while the 
interviewers themselves 
were generally courteous, 
well-prepared and punctual. 

While articling inter- 
views are not likely to 
become a national pastime, 
there is much to be said 
for a system that gives 
students the opportunity to 
shine in an interview v^ile 
evaluating the law firms. 

\le do not necessarily 
advocate as regulated a 
syst^ for Montreal. It 
seems howevet, that the 
interviewing process would 
be better served by a 
concerted effort towards 

better organ izatiori, parti- 
cularly with respect to a 
uniform time frame. While 
law firms must undoubtedly 
take the initiative, part 
of the responsibility lies 
with students to make their 
concerns known and to work 
with the profession to 
improve the system. It's 
in everyone's best inter- 
est.

it would be a good idea for 
the Associate Deart, Mrs. 
Lederer and the LSA to 
draft such a form. Associ- 
ate Dean Haanappel added 
that changes to course 
descriptions were usually 
made with the approval of 
students and that due to 
part-time lecturers it was 
not always possible to 
obtain the desired informa- 
tion in time for the Early 
Course Selection materials. 

The discussion then 
turned to a motion put 
forth by Professor Buckley 
on behalf of the Examina- 
tion Board. As many of you 
no doubt remember, two 
years ago the Faculty 
abandoned the HPA system to 
join the rest of the Uni- 
versity with the GPA sys- 
tem. A corollary of this 



change was the addition ot 
the D, B- and A- grades and 
the deletion or the A+ 
grade. As a result, the A 
grade received the designa- 
tion "truly exceptional 
performance" , a description 
which had been reserved for 
the exclusive A+ grade, and 
the A- grade received the 
designation "real excell- 
ence" . The Exam Board was 
concerned that keeping 
these descriptions of the 
grades would lead profes- 
sors to view the A grade as 
the old A+ grade and the A- 
grade as the old A grade. 
This would defeat the pur- 
pose of the move to the GPA 
system vhich was to bring 
McGill Law in line with the 
marking schemes of other 
law faculties. V'ihile those 
within the McGill Faculty 
of Law would understand the 
real meaning of an A- 
grade, the outside world 
would not have the same 
impression. To remedy this 
problem, it was suggested 
that the A grade be desig- 
nated "real excellence" and 

A- "excellence" in hopes 
that this would psychologi- 
cally prompt a McGill pro- 
fessor to award an A mere 
he or she might otherwise 
have awarded an A- because 
he or she was still func- 
tioning on the HPA system. 
The motion passed amid com- 
ments by Professor Crepeau 
that he preferred the HPA 
system because the A grade 
cannot be associated with a 
minus since this is psycho- 
logically confusing. Pro- 
fessor Scott also preferred 
the HPA scheme and asked 
whether if we had the 
descriptions of "real 
excellence" and "excell- 
ence"; did "real excell- 
ence" mean something akin 
to "pregnant with a cele- 
stial spark" while "excel- 
lent" meant "almost preg- 
nant"? Professor Buckley 
once again reiterated the 
purpose of this motion and

Cette asso- 
ciation avec Cachet lui re- 
donne I'energie et I'entho- 
usiasme pour la peinture, 
ainsi les trois derniers 
mois de sa vie il produit a 
un rythme effrene: 70 

toiles en 70 jours. ^ L'on 
aurait^dit qu'ayant resolu- 
ment decide d'en finir. Van 
Gogh^rend son dernier harm- 
age ^a la peinture avec une 
serenite deconcertante . Sa 
palette d§laisse les bleu- 
verts sonbres pour des 
blancs, des bleus, des 
violets et des verts j5ales, 
en semme des couleurs plus 
pastels, plus douces; il 
simplifie aussi ses corpo- 
s it ions et adopte un seul 
fomat pour toutes ses 
toiles (double canvas) soit 
un format rectangulaire (50 
cm X 100 cm) favorisant les 
perspectives horizontales 
(Van Gogh ne peint qu'une 
seule ^ toile verticale a 
cette epoque soit le "por- 
trait du Dr, Cachet"). 
Paradoxalement , Auvers con- 
stitue I'apotheose de la 
vie artistique de Van Gogh: 
L'on sent en admirant ces 
toiles que le peintre est 
enfin parvenu au terme de 
sa longue qu^te, qu'il a 
enfin trouve une paix inte- 
rieure. Son "Jardins de 
Daubigny" par exemple,
